24  persons,  and  an  Egg  Grading  Station.  A Mart  and  Market  is  held 
fortnightly.  The  town  otherwise  is  a shopping  centre  for  an  agricul- 
tural area.

AREA. 

1.  The  Public  Health  Officers  consist  of  one  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

and  a Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  Assistant  ; they  are  not  wholly  employed 
in  Public  Health  Work.  1 3 

2.  (a)  Pathological  Investigations  are  done  at  Carmarthen  Hospital  22 

miles  away.  r ’ 

(b)  There  is  no  Public  Ambulance  Service.

(c)  Nursing  in  the  home  is  carried  out  by  a District  Nurse. 

(d)  A Tuberculosis  Clinic  is  held  fortnightly  in  the  area  under  the 

King  Edward  VII  National  Memorial  Association.  The  Child 
Welfare  Clinic  established  this  year  is  well  attended,  and  has  been 
enthusiastically  received  by  all. 

(e)  General  and  Maternity  Hospital  Cases  can  be  and  are  treated  at 
Cardigan  Memorial  Hospital  10  miles  away,  or  at  Carmarthen  22 
miles  away  ; both  are  Voluntary  Hospitals.  There  is  no  Hospital 
or  Nursing  Home  in  the  Urban  Area. 

SANITARY  CONDITIONS. 

1.  (i)  WATER. — The  new  Water  Supply  at  Penbuarth  was  iuaugurated 
with  due  ceremonial  this  summer  ; the  supply  is  copious  and  pure  ; lime 
is  added  to  reduce  plumbo  solvency.  There  is  some  fear  that  our  old 
pipes  and  their  junctions  may  not  be  able  to  withstand  the  extra  pressure 
as  there  is  evidence  already  of  numerous  leaks. 

(ii)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE  SYSTEM.— This  is  antique 
but  very  efficient  as  our  statistics  show.  Minor  improvements  have  been 
made. 

2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS.  — Pollution  of  the  river  by  some  milky 
by  product  has  been  all  loo  prevalent,  and  numerous  complaints  have 
been  made. 

3.  (i)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION,— There  are  far  too  many  houses 
without  a water  carriage  system. 

(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING.— No  change  has  been  made.

There  has  been  no  case  of  Non  Notified  Tuberculosis  death.  Three 
cases  have  been  removed  from  the  Tuberculosis  Register  ; one  case  did 
not  die  of  Tuberculosis.  13  cases  remain  on  the  Register,  an  incidence 
rate  of  16.4  per  1000.
